+ was the evening of December 7, 1941, in London. Church- 

ill was relaxing at a table with his American friends, 

Ambassador Winant and Averell Harriman. When he 

turned on his wireless set for a regular news broadcast he 
heard something said about Japan attacking American territory. 
He at once put in a call to the White House.

The very next day Churchill wrote the Japanese Ambassador 
to inform him their countries were at war. He recalls that some 
people criticized him for the “ceremonial” style he used in his 
letter. “But after all,” comments Churcl “when you have 
to kill a man it costs nothing to be polite.

ARE COMMUNISTS PEOPLE? 


CINERAMA IN DAMASCUS 


All too often the Soviet Union’s psychologi- 
cal warfarers seem to run rings around their 
American counterparts, partly because they 
have more money but also because they fre- 
quently seem more clever. Sample: at the Iz- 
mir trade fair in Turkey (pp. 30, 31) the So- 
viets had one of the biggest pavilions of the

quate to handle the crowds. Up to 2,000 per- 
sons at each showing stand outside the walls 
and hang from eucalyptus trees. The gigantic 
response has so far outstripped interest in 
[the] large Soviet exhibit that local Commu- 
nist organs are accusing the U.S. of ‘unfair 
competition.” 

Free tickets were being “scalped.” On all 
the roads to Damascus crowds flocked in. Per- 
sonages from all over the Arab world came to 
see Cinerama. At week’s end police arrested a 
Syrian photoengraver who was printing coun- 
terfeit Cinerama tickets and selling them for 
as high as $1.50, Like imitation, counterfeit- 
ing is the sincerest form of flattery. We hope 
that Peel bails out the counterfeiter and the 
USIA gives Peel a boost in pay and a promo- 
n. Where’s the next fair? 
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Things are getting a lot tougher for U.S. 
Communists. The Department of Justice is 
starting its fall drive against them armed 
with eight new laws passed by the last Con- 
gress. The best-known and seemingly the 
most comprehensive of these laws is one 
called “an act to outlaw the Communist par- 
ty.”” If we have really done that, why does 
this not dispose of the matter? Why isn’t 
every Communist already in jail? 

The reason of course is that the U.S. Con- 
stitution prevents us from being as anti- 
Communist as congressmen like to sound. 
The outlawry legislation, sofar as the lawyers 
can decipher it, gives the Attorney General 
little or no more power than he had before. 


It is now evident that this queer law has 
accomplished one purpose—its main one. 
‘That was to make its author, Senator Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota, and his fellow A.D. 
Democrats seem more anti-Communist than 
the Republicans, thus canceling whatever po- 
litical force remained in McCarthy’s charge 
of “twenty years of treason.” But as a weap- 
on against Communism the law is some- 
where between a mystery and a fraud. 

After declaring that the Communist party 
is not a party but a conspiracy, the Hum- 
phrey Act strips it of its “rights, privileges 
and immunities.” But the C.P. is like other 
parties in one respect at least: it has little 
tangible existence apart from its members. It 
is identifiable chiefly as the aroma, record and 
behavior of some 25,000 individuals. Many 
if not most of these individuals are U. i= 
zens. A man with this birthright cannot pos- 
sibly be “outlawed” except by due process of 
law, including free access to the courts. 

Does the Humphrey Act curtail this birth- 
right and entrench on the Bill of Rights? 
Perhaps, but not in any radically new way. 
U.S. law parted company with the pristine 
purity of the First Amendment (free speech 
and assembly) back in 1940 when Congress 
passed the Smith Act, which makes it a crime 
to advocate the violent overthrow of the gov- 
ernment. Since 1948 this act has sentenced 
81 leading Communists to jail and 30 more 
are awaiting trial. Its constitutionality has 
been upheld, and in doing so the Supreme 
Court even changed the old Holmes doctrine 
of “clear and present danger.” The active 
advocacy of the full-scale Communist pro- 
gram, since it leads to “probable” violence, 
is now illegal at any time. But party mem- 
bership is not in itself conclusive evidence 
of such advocacy, for Communists are tried 
as individuals, and no two individual Com- 
munists are any more identical than other 
members of the human race. One intensive 
study of ex-Communists (The Appeals of 
Communism by Gabriel Almond) finds that 
most members joined as dupes, were never 
conscious conspirators and were likely to 
quit when they learned the party’s true aims. 

The protracted litigation which has at- 


tended the Smith Act, and which has so far 
postponed the registration of the party as re- 
quired by the Internal Security Act of 1950, 
will be increased, not diminished, by the 
Humphrey Act. Senators most experienced 
with this type of legislation, notably McCar- 
ran and Jenner, were accordingly contemp- 
tuous of the Humphrey bill. Said Jenner, 
“T's a waste of time.” But to vote for it 
was of course a political necessity. 

The virtue to be made of this necessity, 
if any, lies in its killing all ambiguity about 
what Americans think of the C.P. That is 
why apostles of simplicity and directness, 
like Senator Margaret Chase Smith and the 
American Legion, have been advocating “out- 
lawry” for years. The previous approach, 
crabwise, piecemeal and legalistic, left cer- 
tain doubts about the official attitude toward 
Communism which could be exploited by 
Senator McCarthy. It also created a Byzan- 
tine atmosphere in which the C.P. seemed 
more of a menace than it is, and in which 
J. Edgar Hoover could levitate from a good 
tough cop to a political untouchable. The 
Humphrey Act, by stating so flatly our pub- 
lic hostility toward Communists, may clear 
this atmosphere a little and enable us to see 
the domestic threat in better perspective 
alongside the real threat, which lies abroad. 
But let no one suppose it represents a radi- 
cal change in the laws of our land. 

Those laws still give American Commu- 
nists rights which they would not give us if 
they were in power. Is that bad? Anyone 
who thinks so might consider the related 
problem of the ex-Communists, who out- 
number the present party membership by 20 
or 30 to 1. 


Until one of the Attorney General’s new 
laws was passed, the ex- (or would-be ex-) 
Communist called to testify was in a four- 
way box. If he told all, he might be liable to 
prosecution for his own past offenses. If he 
lied, he was liable for perjury. If he pled the 
Fifth Amendment he convicted himself with 
public opinion. If he told what he wanted to 
tell, he might be in contempt of court or 
Congress. To give hima sanctuary from these 
hopeless choices, Congress passed an immu- 
nity act. Far more useful than the Humphrey 
gesture, this act makes it possible (also ob- 
ligatory) for a would-be defector to tell the 
truth without risking jail. It makes it easier 
for him to square his plight with his con- 
science. 

” And the conscience of the individual Com- 

munist is the party’s most vulnerable point. 
If the immunity law helps stir this con- 
science, more power to it. But more power 
also to the courts and Constitution, which 
prevent impassioned legislators from reading 
Communists out of the human race. We 
shall make far more progress in the struggle 
by winning them back than by throwing them 
in jail.

BOATS THAT FLY 
ATOP THE WATER 


Hydrofoil may be greatest advance ‘since steam over sail’ 


Some of the strangest boats ever devised are today skimming over the 
waters like water bugs, their hulls appearing to float ethereally above the 
surface (see cover). This waterborne flight is made possible by hydro- 
foils, literally “water wings,” finlike structures attached to the hull by 
struts. When the boat is at rest or moving slowly, the hydrofoils extend 
down into the water. But when the boat picks up speed, the water moving 
past the hydrofoil creates greater pressure on bottom than on top and, 
as in an airplane wing, produces he foil rises toward the surface, 
pushing the boat up so that it rides along as if on stilts, The U.S, and 
Canadian navies are experimenting busily with hydrofoils, which would 
be especially useful as assault craft or rescue boats. Eventually they 
might be used on ocean liners, and in a burst of enthusiasm one admiral 
has said that aircraft carriers may someday have them to provide a fast 
landing platform for supersonic jet 
Hydrofoil boats are far faster potentially than conventional speed- 
boats since they almost eliminate the age-old problem of “dra 
sistance from the water's friction on the boat's hull. They are also more 
comfortable since they are able to ride above most moderate-sized waves. 
But problems plague hydrofoil boats. The gear on some models limits 
maneuverability in shallow, crowded harbors, and the slightest miscal- 
culation in designing the foils can make a boat highly unstable. But 
with these problems now almost licked, says a builder, boat design is 
about to see “the first real advance since steam took over from sail.”

REVIVAL OF OLD IDEA 


The idea of using winglike structures for boats occurred to designe! 

The first hydrofoil patents were recorded 
in 1905. Wilbur and Orville Wright experimented with a hydrofoil boat 
in 1907, In 1919, three years before his death, Alexander Graham Bell, 
working with Canadi ey Baldwin, built a revolutionary 
craft (left and below) much like those seen today. But the design prob- 
lems and competition from conventional craft caused interest in hydro- 
foils to lag in the 1920s and "30s. The nterest today has 
sed by the enthusiasm of a handful of hydrofoil designers and by 
competitive designs from other countries (bottom). The U.S, Navy now 
has hydrofoil contracts with five shipbuilders and four U.S. universities.

OR four days we had waited for the strong 
urge of the sea wind to slacken. Now, at 
3:15 on the morning of the fifth day, the 
edge of the sea stirred quietly along the 
shore and the restless fronds of the date 
palms in the garden were The wind 
had died. In an hour we would head for the 
open Mediterranean. In six more we would 
dive into its lightless depths. I looked out 
from the window of our small Toulon hotel, 
which, by an eerie coincidence, happened 
to have been Jules Verne’s home. The great 
teller of undersea tales must sometimes have 
stood where I stood, watching the water. He 
could only imagine scenes in the reaches of 
the deep. I would soon be allowed actually 
to see them. 

Within seconds of the appointed hour 
Commander Houot appeared in the empty 
lobby, a lean, tall figure in ained Navy 
gray: id sandals. I followed him to his 
car, ridiculously burdened with a commut- 
er’s briefcase. We drove through deserted 
streets, through the silent navy yard, to 
a pier guarded by armed men and barbed 
wire. This was the bathyscaphe’s berth. 

She lay gleaming under floodlights and 


swarming with men. Already the two heavy 
launches that would maneuver us into the 
roadstead were lashed on either side of the 
bow. A hundred yards away our mother 
ship, the Liamone, glided by. Her engines 
throbbed softly as she made for the harbor 
breakwater where she would take us in tow. 

We boarded the bathyscaphe and stood in 
single file along her narrow steel deck. 
glanced at Houot’s petty officer, a gloomy 
and knowledgeable Norman named Rost. He 
was looking east, where the first light of 
dawn silhouetted the horizon, Turning to 
me, he said, “Undoubtedly you will dive to- 
day.” Then to the commander, “I would 
like some time when one is through with the 
press to make a dive. Just a small dive, you 
understand, only a little deeper than the reg- 
ular divers go. It would, after all, be some- 
thing.” He turned and entered the conning 
tower to check over details on which our 
lives would depend. 

A half-hour later, while the bathyscaphe 
rode smoothly astern on her monstrous tow- 
line, we sat in the Liamone’s wardroom 
drinking powerful navy coffee and admiring

The 
sun sparkled off the sea and the mountains were misty on the dis- 
tant shore. I turned and started down. Gripping my briefcase in 
one hand and the slippery ladder rungs with the other, I descended 
through the narrow vertical passage until both feet rested on the 
open door of the sphere. Here the sound of the swells echoed dis- 
mally, The steel walls sweated and there was a faint smell of raw 
gasoline in the air. I passed my briefease in to Houot, then crept 
in as he had taught me to do: feet first, flat on my back, one 
shoulder ahead of the other, down a step and forward onto my 
knees, Having performed this serpentine maneuver without serious 
injury, I crouched in my assigned position and tried to keep out 
of the commander's way. 

Serious-faced and obviously eager to begin his vertical voyage, 
Houot pulled shut the massive round door through which we had 
entered and began the laborious task of bolting it in place. The 
roaring of the sea was instantly muted. I could hear the soft hiss 
of oxygen and the ticking of instruments. Houot worked swiftly 
with a heavy socket wrench, carefully tightening the 17 bolts of 
the door so that it would be drawn perfec tly into its conical frame. 
Squatting there in the cool half-light, sensing the slight but pecu- 
liar swing of the sphere and watching our only exit being closed, I 
had a fleeting sensation of being the co-tenant of an ambulatory 
tomb. Then, stooping to the small porthole beside me, I turned my 
eyes and my thoughts outward into the clear blue-green water. 
My sense of confinement vanished. It never returned. 

‘With the door secured, Houot picked up a telephone hanging 
on the wall and whistled into it. Rost answered from the 
conning tower. Houot ordered him to flood the upper air chambers. 
Turning to the radio, he asked Commander Tailliez for permis- 
sion to dive. Permission was granted. He twisted a group of valves 
that would let our air-lock entrance fill with water. He phoned 
up to Rost: “The water is rising in the sas. We should sink 
in a few moments.” 

I could hear the metallic ring of Rost’s voice over the phone. 
“Alors,” he answered. “Au revoir, commandant.” 

We knew that Rost and his men would stand by in the lifeboat 
until we had vanished from sight, and that for a while the divers 
would circle us like protective fish, alert for any sign of danger. 
Houot radioed the launch to tell its skipper that we would surface 
at 4:30 p.m. (it was now 9:30) and to ask him to let us know how 
quickly we were sinking. 

In a series of calls the launch kept us informed of our condi- 
tion: ‘The water is now at the base of the aftermast. . . The

s now reached the lower edge of the conning tower. . . 
up to the base of your radio antenna . . . The water is 

now ching the __enna itself.” The last message was si- 
lenced in spots as passing waves cut off our reception. But, strange- 
ly, with only a few inches of the conning tower above the water, 
we started to rise again. The launch’s radio opened up: “Twelve 
inches of the conning tower have emerged . . . 15 now. . . - 

Houot shrugged. “We will have to release some gasoline,” he 
told me. Reluctantly he twisted the valves that would let it 
escape from one of the tanks over our heads. The buoyancy of 
the gasoline, which is lighter than water, would supply the lift 
needed for our return to the surface, and releasing it was like los- 
ing blood. Yet we knew that we could let go a few hundred 
liters without serious danger since we could compensate later for 
the loss by dropping an extra few hundred pounds of ballast. 
Once again we started down. Again the radio cut in and out. Then 
it went dead in the middle of a word. I “took notes” by speaking 
into the Minifon: 

"We're down . . . The commander has turned off the gaso- 
line . . . The small pressure gauge is moving steadily now—50 
feet down, 55, up again for some rea- 
son, now 60, holding 60, 65, 70. . . 
The blue-green light I see through the 
port is dimmer now, at 100 feet 
140 feet now, and the water is dim 
with the appearance of late evening 
... Still blue . . . We're around 250 
to 300 feet now. The small pressure 
gauge is hard up against its stop (it 
only reads up to 200), and the big one 
is just beginning to show a reading. 
The light is extremely dim, a dark 
blue, no green left in it. 

The rocking motion of the sphere 
ceased as soon as we dropped below 
the surface. The bathyscaphe rode 
steady as a ship in dry dock. I felt no MARKER shows where the 
physical sensation of increasing depth, hathyscaphe has submerged. 
since the 34-inch shell of steel sup- 


ported entirely the vast pressures of the dee 


My breathing re- 
mained normal, sustained by pure oxygen gushing into the sphere. 
Trays of soda lime hidden out of the way among the instru- 
ments absorbed the carbon dioxide we exhaled. Only the mo- 
tion of particles in the water outside, rising straight up through 
the glowing cone of our floodlights, gave direct evidence of our 
downward course. 

I glanced around the interior of the sphere at the devices de- 
signed to protect us—or at least the bathyscaphe—in case of trou- 
ble. There was the master ballast release, which would not only 
empty our expendable ballast tanks but would also cut loose our 
emergency ballast, our guide chain and the two huge batteries up 
on deck if, for some reason, we should want to climb in a hurry. 
There was the automatic ballast release which would send us sur- 
faceward at the end of 12 hours in case we should be unable to 
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MASSES OF PLANKTON, illuminated by floodlights, seen through port 
hole between two and three thousand feet down, made the sea look like soup.

press the right buttons (because of, say, suffocation). There was 
still another automatic ballast release which would operate if the 
sphere became flooded. “Of no great interest to the passengers,” 
Houot explained wryly, “but at least it gets the bathyscaphe back 
to the Navy. 

There were indicators that showed the level of sea water in the 
gas tanks, the amount of oxygen left, the condition of the air we 
breathed, pressure within the sphere, temperatures inside and out, 
the amount of disposable ballast available, and the state of our bat- 
teries. Unless the sphere sprang a leak (hardly likely since it had 
withstood far greater pressures) or the gasoline-filled hull struck 
something solid (hardly possible between the top and bottom of 
the sea), we were sure of a safe return to the surface. Unless, of 
course, our oxygen apparatus failed. Or unless one of the outside 
lights imploded, causing a shock wave that would shatter the hull 
like an eggshell. Or unless we hit the bottom too hard and got 
stuck in the mud. All very unlikely. Sitting here 1,000 feet down, 
sinking smoothly through utter darkness toward a region that 
only a half-dozen people had ever seen, it seemed to me that the 
risk involved was trif_ing, a cheap price to pay for so great an 
adventure. 

Our downward speed had reached about one foot per second 
and was gradually increasing as mounting water pressure reduced 
the volume of our gasoline, let in more sea water and robbed us of 
our buoyancy. Commander Houot pressed one of the ballast- 
control buttons, releasing several hundred pounds of iron shot 
which poured down over the sphere in a cloud of rust, making a 
sound like rain on a roof. We decelerated slowly. I talked into my 
Minifon again: 

“We're at about 2,100 feet now . . . I can see beautiful shrimp- 
like creatures, some with long feelers. The plankton here 
dense that it looks like a fine driving snow rushing upward. The 
water is like a soup. It seems to be half composed of living things 
. . . 2,800 feet; this is fascinating; I see big crustaceans with fiery 
eyes glowing in the floodlight beam. Some are scarlet. I can see 
many jellyfish and thousands of minute creatures showing only 
as specks of li 

A little later, at Houot’s suggestion, I reached over to the bat- 
tery of switches at my right and snapped off the outside lights. The 
glowing cone vanished. My entire field of vision took on the ap- 
pearance of a midnight sky, studded with moving, multicolored 
stars. The small sea creatures passing in silent succession beyond 
the port glowed with pale luminescence, most of them a ghostly 
yellow-green, some of them pink, some yellow. I flipped on the 
outside | lights again, so as not to miss any large nonluminescent 
animal that might swim by, and looked up at the pressure gauge 
above my head. It read 1,400 meters (4,600 feet) and had begun to 
drip slightly. Then there was a sharp explosion behind me. 

I swung around as fast as my cramped legs would permit. Houo 
held a bottle in one hand, a corkscrew i in the other. “Lunch time, 
he said. “Have some wine.” 

We ate in silence for a little while. I was struck by the incongru- 
ity of this act of dining so casually in the depths of the sea. To 
travel beyond the natural realm of man in tight-nerved discomfort 
was one thing; to coast quietly out of it eating paté sandwiches

and drinking good red wine was another. Houot unwrapped a sec- 
ond sandwich, “You know,” he said slowly and thoughtfully over 
the crackle of the wrapping paper, “this is the only vehicle in the 
world in which one is completely alone. Airplanes have communi- 
cation, and they can see and be seen. Here, we are out of sight, 
out of touch. No one knows where we are or what we are doing. No 
one can reach us or detect us. “He paused and said, “And if we 
should have trouble, no one can help us, for we are beyond the 
depths to which men can travel. We are completely on our own. 
Itis a strange but wonderful feeling.” 

At 6,000 feet he turned on the Fathometer. With its 660-foot 
it would show us the bottom in time for us to slow down for 
an easy landing. At 6,300 feet it still showed nothing, but Houot 
let go more ballast anyhow (we had dropped more than a ton by 
now) and slowed us a little. At 7,000 feet the sea floor appeared on 
the indicator, and in a few minutes I could see it stretching away, 
pallid and level, under our lights. Ballasted to near-equilibrium, 
the great mass of the bathyscaphe came to rest with a few feet of 
its guide chain on the bottom. But then, after a little while, we be- 
gan to sink almost imperceptibly. 

The commander explained, “We are descending now because 
the gasoline is cooling slightly. The warmth caused by its com- 
pression is being drawn out by the colder water outside. This cool- 
ing makes us minutely heavier, and so we settle gently to the sea 
floor.” As he spoke, the base of the sphere touched the bottom 
without the slightest jar. The floor of the sea, 7,700 feet down, now 
lay less than four feet from my eyes, gray and barren and lifeless. 

By letting fall a little ballast, Houot made the bathyscaphe rise 
a dozen feet on its guide chain. Then he switched on the electric 
motors and we set off slowly across the bottom. Nothing moved 
in the glare of our floodlights. No current disturbed the fine mud.

Even the plankton creatures were scarce, although an occasional 
many-legged animal drifted by, lying motionless in suspension. We 
came upon a pair of strange fish, supported several inches above the 
bottom by slender spines extending from their tails and fins. They 
too were immobile. We found delicate, many-armed starfish, sprawled 
on the bottom ooze as if in sleep, and an anchored anemone whose 
delicate tendrils stood petrified in the stillness. Everywhere we saw 
burrows leading down into the muck, each with many paths extend- 
ing from it. But we saw nothing enter them or emerge from them. 
Our lights picked up a tangle of cloth, possibly of clothing, which 
lay the way a man might lie; it might once have contained a man. In 
endless succession, for two hours, such sights passed my porthole. 
Then we crossed a deep, raw, obviously new-made track across the 
bottom. For an instant I stared in amazement, wondering what sea 
monster might have left this massive track. Immediately I realized 
that we had crossed our own trail, that we were looking at the scar 
left in the mud by our dragging guide chain. 

We kept up our exploration for another hour, traveling through 
silent and lightless places that seemed to be locked in an eternal 
dream. The boas passed unnoticed. At 3 o'clock, by the sun that 
quickened the bright world far above us, we abandoned this country 
of perpetual night. We did this very cae by pressing a button. 
The guide chain fell away and the bathyscaphe, relieved of its weight, 
began to inch upward. 

‘As we rose, our lift-giving gasoline expanded under decreasing 
water pressure, and our vertical speed increased. Nothing more 
needed to be done. At 4:20 we were only 3,300 feet below the sur- 
face. At 4:40 the water outside my port began to lighten. I recorded 
the moment of surfacing: 

“We're up to 650 feet now. We don’t know where the other ships

The door bolts came out faster than they had gone in, and Houot 
hurried up through the sas to supervise the work on deck. I fol- 
lowed, dragging my silly briefcase behind me. Emerging into sweet 
sea air, mole-like, I blinked at the blinding light. The launch lay 
close by, bobbing in a rising sea. Some sailors came in with the life- 
boat to take me aboard. Houot waved from the bow of the bathy- 
scape, too busy to say goodby. Commander Tailliez welcomed me 
with a relieved smile; we had missed our return time by 20 minutes 
and he had begun to worry. Later, heading into Toulon, with the 
strain of the waiting forgotten, Tailliez walked over and stood beside 
me on the bridge. ther we looked out across the Mediterranean 
for a few minutes. Then he turned and looked into my face care- 
fully, almost eagerly. “How do you feel about the dive?” he asked. 
“What did it mean to you?” 

I thought a momeni and said that I could not express my feelings 
exactly, even in my own language. 

“But I think I know,” he said, “and you will not forget. I too 
have made a dive. When one goes down into the depths of the sea 
as we have done,” he added, looking back across the whitecaps and 
the blue sea, “there is a change. There is a change. One is never 
quite the same, afterward.”

Beyond the great buildings familiar to W 
tourists, far removed from the senators 
and away from the cherry blossoms, lies the intriguing and 
colorful community of the diplomats. Within this realm, 
which casual visitors see only fleetingly, a group of Indian 
girls in saris cross a street (left) without attracting a sec- 
ond glance from passersby, and officers of 14 nations can go 
routinely and quietly about their vitally important business 
of planning the defense of Western Europe (below). For 
those who inhabit this unusual community a stately and 
splendid banquet (opposite) is all in an evening's work. 

This Washington is a meeting place of nations. In the 
words of the Egyptian ambassador, it is “the most important 
diplomatic city in the world.” A shot fired in Tibet echoes in 
drawing rooms on 16th Street and down embassy corridors 
along Massachusetts Avenue.

This was the farm club idea, born of desperation at a time when fewer 
than 10 minor leagues operated. The 1954 season opened with 36 minor 
leagues made up of 269 teams, At the top are the Open Classification 
Pacific Coast League and the two ’ A leagues, the latter each made 
up of eight teams from cities whose combined population exceeds three 
million. They range down to 11 Cand 10 D leagues, representing league- 
wide populations of 150,000. Two thirds, or 178, of the minor league 
clubs were either owned outright or had full working agreements with 
big league clubs

The baseball front office, particularly in St. Louis, became a 
beehive of specialized administration. The progress of some 600 
players under contract in all classifications was charted through 
telephone, telegraph, daily box scores, managers’ game reports and 
weekly league averages. Rival players were constantly evaluated, 
and when a player shifted clubs, seven duplicate records of the 
move were made. 

By 1931 the Rickey system of minor league affiliates, through 
ownership or elaborate working agreement, was so successful that 
it led Jacob Ruppert, millionaire owner of the Yankees, to take the 
plunge too. Against the advice of his general manager, his team 
manager and his chief scout he bought the Newark ball club in the 
International League to begin the Yankees’ farm system. Its suc- 
cess was immediate. The Yankees won the 1932 pennant and then 
beat the Chicago Cubs four straight in the World Series. Five years 
later, as the Yankees were winning the second of four straight 
American League pennants, their AAA farm club, Newark, was 
running away from seven other clubs with the strongest minor 
league team ever assembled. They won by a margin of 2544 games 
and every player on the club went to the major leagues. 

No one could question the wisdom of farm system baseball after 
that. Newark’s opponent in the Little World Series of 1937 was 
Branch Rickey’s top farm club, Columbus. Some of the names on 
the two teams have a familiar ring today—Enos Slaughter, Max 
Lanier and Mort Cooper for Columbus; Joe Gordon, Charlie Keller, 
Atley Donald and Buddy Rosar for Newark, Within another five 
years they were all rivals in the first of two straight Yankee- 
Cardinal World Series. 

As a high school ball player in the Bronx, [ turned down a 
chance to be a part of the Yankee farm sys 
first baseman and the Yankees had the gr 
I chose Detroit. After a couple of apprentice years in the minor 
leagues, I got my chance as a regular on the Tigers. We beat the 
Yankees in my second year, 1934, and again in the third and 
twice after that, in 1940 and 1945. But they never stayed beaten. 

In 1947 I was playing for Pittsburgh. Despite the most cordial 
relations, I was considering getting out of baseball entirely and 
insisted on an unconditional release at the end of that season. In 
such a case all other big league teams must sign a waiver, “For pur- 
poses of unconditional release, claiming fee $1.00.” All waived ex- 
cept Cleveland, where Bill Veeck headed a syndicate that had just 
bought the Indians. He paid the dollar and claimed my contract. 

I asked him why he had done it. I certainly was not worth 
the big salary he would have to pay. Behind me were 12 years 
of hard play in the big leagues, interrupted by four years of mili- 
tary service. But I now lacked more than the old timing and re- 
flexes. The vital desire to play wasn’t there. I might have hung on, 
adding an occasional home run to my lifetime total of 331, feasting 
on the cheers, trying not to hear the jeers when I failed. All Veeck 
would say was, “You can help me out at Cleveland.” So I asked 
him for a job in the front office. He gave me $15,000 a year and told 
me to study the farm teams. 

Cleveland then owned seven teams and had working agreements 
with nine. I spent 1948 traveling around the country watching 
Cleveland farm clubs in everything from large parks to Class D 
bandboxes. I soon learned that though we had fairly good teams 
and enough of them we didn’t have an organization. The teams were

We did have disappointments. Twelve boys quit camp in the first 
three days. They said it wasn’t baseball. But plenty of them stayed 
on, and they were coached by such experts as Charley (“Red”) 
Ruffing and Kerby Farrell. We had about 75 free agents. boys who 
had never played in organized baseball and who had been spotted 
by our scouts. More than 30 of them were signed to contracts. 

We assigned players to 16 farm clubs for 19: 19. Five months later 
13 of these teams made the pla Tt was the 
highest percentage of any farm system that season, including that 
of the Brooklyn ‘Dodge ers, who had sent out nearly twice as many 
players from their central camp at Vero Beach. 

‘That year the Yankees won the pennant. We finished third, hav- 
ing lost 12 of 22 games to the Yankees. This pennant race at the 
top momentarily overshadowed the hopeful developments below 
But a comparison of our farm club operation with the Yankee: 
showed that all but one of our top nine teams finished in the firs 
division: fourth or better. Not one of the Yankees’ nine most im- 
portant clubs finished higher than fifth. 

That winter I was promoted to general manager on a three-year 
contract. One of my first moves as ; general manager was to transfer 
the operations of our Marianna camp to a bigger base at Daytona 
we departmentalized our farm club operations and 
expanded the whole program. The results in five years are shown

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manager is no longer part of a popularity contest. He cannot win 
ball games by force of personality, his own lifetime batting aver- 
age or friendship. He must get results from players handed over 
to him or give a valid reason for their failure. He is in no way 
responsible for their discovery or development. When the sea- 
son gets under way, he simply chooses 25 from the total pre-season 
roster of 40. 

Today's big league manager sits in on staff meetings with the 
front office. His opinions and strategies are respected. He can de- 
bate, defend his position and get angry. The front office will and 
does give in if his demands are fair and convincingly argued. 

With Boudreau gone, i turned to Al Lopez. I had I watched him 
manage Indianapolis i in 1950 and he was one of the best I'd ever 
seen. Lopez is a quiet man by baseball standards. In running a 
team he uses his tongue less than his head and eyes, which are 
black and sharp | and not afraid to look at you. He has strong con- 
victions and isn’t afraid to defend them. He’s big enough to ‘listen 
to others. He had a remarkable record as an all-time catcher, play 
ing in 1,918 games, more than any other big leaguer. (I might add 
that in going after a foul no catcher could throw a mask farther. ) 

As a manager, first at Indianapolis and then Cleveland, he has 
never brought a team home lower than second. He wins games 
without boasting, loses without alibis. He has the respect of his 
players, coaches and his front office. 

Most important, Lopez understands and believes in the neces- 
sity of having the best possible farm system. He watches the per- 
formance of the farm club players almost as carefully as he does 
his own, He knows the main reason why he is winning the pennant 
and beating the Yankees this year: because he has winning farm 
teams behind him, He has an impressive roster of young players to 
remind him of it—on the Indians he has seven players who have 
come from the Indian farm system in the past two years. 

Outstanding among these is, for instance, Al Smith, himself 
from Indianapolis, who to: i over left field this year and put a 
Cleveland fixture, Dale Mitchell, on the bench, It'will be hard to 
match his clutch homers in Yankee Stadium. 

Some of those tough fly balls he has pulled down, plus his speed 
as a base runner, have made the decisive difference in some of the 
games we have taken by one run. Another man from Indian- 
apolis, Dave Pope, knocked out a pinch-hit homer when we were 
behind the A’s 4-1 on Sept. 9 and set the team afire. If Bill Glynn's 
left-handed hitting improves, two Altobellis won't be able to get 
him off first base because Bill simply knows all the plays. Catch- 
ing? Two years in the Marines have made Hal Naragon hungry for 
steady work. As a left-handed pinch hitter he won five games at 
the plate—the last being that Sept. 9 game with the A’s when he 
walked with the bases full and thus “batted in” the winning run. 

As for young pitchers, Dave Hoskins, with only a few start 
couldn't get a chance to improve on his promising work of 19 
Don Mossi’s left-handed relief pitching was th talk of the league, 
as was Ray Narleski’s right arm. These three, with Mike Garcia, 
had the lowest earned-run average on the staff, but they couldn’t 
get regular chances. 


F course these youngsters aren’t winning games for the In- 
dians all by themselves. None of them is a star. As a matter 
of fact it was planned that way. The farm club boys are taught 
to play well-rounded baseball, to excel at the difficult ‘art of playing 
well on any club and to concentrate on being a steady, dependable 
Player rather than a flashy star. 
these kids from the farm system have formed a solid base for 
the more spectacular playing of the older stand-bys like Larry 
Doby and Al Rosen. But more than that, they have given the In- 
dians a spirit like that of no other club in the league. All the fans 
have marveled at how some of our veterans have play ed better ball 
than at any time in the past decade. They have done so largely be- 
cause of the spirit of those youngsters from the farm system, 
whose competition for regular berths creates a pressure from be- 
low. Hal Newhous for example, was having so much trouble with 
his arm last year that it looked as if he were through with big 
league baseball. This year he has had under 3.00 earned runs per 
game. There are six others with his record on this year’s Indian 
team. The farm club players have a lot to do with that. 

Remember that we weren’t exactly in the cellar last year; we 
were second, right behind the Yankees. We had a good ball club 
then, but it was this year when the dividends from the farm sys- 
tem really started coming in and they put us over the top.
